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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Claims 1-3 and 8 are allowable. The following is an elaboration of the examiner's 
prior statement of reasons for allowance. The examiner previously indicated that the 
prior art did not disclose the inventions of claims 1 and 8 including that the projecting 
plate has width which is slightly less than that of the notch. Applicant's specification 
specifically recites that "the width of the projecting plate is slightly less than that of the 
notch . . . ." Specification at page 3, paragraph 0010. "Notch" (as in claim 1 ) means "a 
v-shaped indentation," Merriam Webster's Collegiate Dictionary, 10th ed. 1998, and as 
used by applicant, the notch is understood to be the cut portion 5334 over which the 
plate 5333 extends. Schantz discloses plates 16 stamped out from and extending over 
a cut "notch" or "aperture" in groove 18. Similarly, Seidler '115, Arai '019, Mackay '149, 
Mapelsden et al. '968, and Ludwig '547 disclose cantilevered plates stamped out of 
sheet metal. None of these references would suggest that simply cutting a cantilevered 
beam in a plate would result in the cantilevered plate having a width less than the width 
of the notch from which the plate was cut (where there is no evidence or indication that 
any material was removed from the plate or notch). In contrast, Patnaude and Aoki 
disclose examples of plates cantilevered over notches or apertures where the widths of 
the plates are slightly less than the widths of the apertures. However, the prior art was 
not found to suggest using the cantilevered plate and aperture structures such as 
Patnaude or Aoki in a device such as claimed by applicant.
